Applicant argues that Hashimoto does not disclose '...location conditions under which the message may be opened by 
a device of a recipient...'. Examiner disagrees. Hashimoto clearly discloses location conditions (e.g. a prescribed 
geographical location/area the recipient is expected to be moved to) under which the message is transmitted at a 
scheduled time and the recipient's device may open the message (col. 8, line 65 - col. 9, line 15; col. 9, lines 37-44; 
col. 10, lines 20-67; col. 11, lines 27-36; Fig. 10). Examiner has interpreted the term 'location conditions' broadly to 
mean a particular time a message is sent to a recipient in a prescribed location. Also, claims 1 and 23 contain the 
following limitation '...the message may be opened...' which renders the claim indefinte because it is not clear in the 
claim whether the device opens the message or not. 
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
